Lenin Memorial in 


London Disfigured 


Residents of Holford square, 
King’s Cross road,- London, dis- 
turbed just before midnight on 
Saturday by a “banging, chipping 
sound,” found that the noise came 
from vandals at work on the 
memorial bust of Lenin in the 
square. Police called to the spot 
discovered that the nose, both ears 
and left shoulder had been battered 
away. . 

The bust faces the house where 
Lenin lived in 1902-1903. The house, 
and all-the others except one, were 
almost completely demolished in air 
raids, but the London County 
Council’s plaque recording Lenin’s 
residence is untouched on a still- 
standing fragment of wall. 

The bust has been disfigured four 
times before, the last occasion being 
on August 28th. when it was daubed 
with paint—a Swastika, the Fascist 
“lightning ” symbol and the letters 
“PJ.” (Perish, Judah). 

The present bust was unveiled on 
November 7th, 1943, after it had 
been tarred and mutilated -in the 
previous February.

(NE of the three men injured in

I had 
thought him to be in an-even worse 
position than myself, as I knew. his 
pre-sickness salary to have been 
‘lower and his family much larger 
than mine. ._ Yet somehow his cares 
seemed to weigh less heavily on 
him. 1 found the reason. .. His 
hospital bill has been paid for him, 
and will be paid as long as he needs 
treatment, out of a Welfare ‘Fund 
maintained by Post Office workers’ 
contributions. y 


10/. A YEAR 

Here are the details. When a man 
(or woman) enters the Post Office 
service he is asked to make regular 
contributions to two funds. One is 
the Hospital Fund. lí he is a-con- 
tributor to this Fund he is entitled 
to a bed in one of the best Dublin 
hospitals when he needs hospital 
treatment; and all expenses, includ- 
ing X-ray, surgeon’s and anzsthe- 
tist’s fees, are paid for him. If his 
illness or injury is not such ás to 
require a hospital bed he will be 
treated in the extern department 
and will be given priotity whenever 
he attends. The contribution for 
which he obtains these benefits: is 
a sum which I hope will shock my 
readers. Jt 1s 10s. (ten shillings) a 
year—less than the cost for two 
people for a light tea and seats at 
the pictures. ' 

The second fund to which he 
may contribute is the Sanatorium 
Fund as an insurance against tuber- 
culosis, of which the incidence 
among postal wotkers is high. If 
he contributes to this fund, and if 
he gets tuberculosis he will be main- 
tained in a private room in. our 
leading sanatorium, with all ex- 
penses paid. When he is discharged 
from the sanatorium the Fund “will. 
pay for him in a convalescent 
home, if a period there is thought 
advisable for him, and will pay also 
if he is on pneumo-thorax (lung- 
collapse) treatment, for the weekly 
or fortnightly “ refills” which may 
be continued for a couple of years 
after he leaves the sanatorium. The 
contribution which ensures all this 
is 4/- (four shillings) a quarter. As 
the minimum period of sanatorium 
treatment is three months, and may 
be up to two years, the Post Office 
worker with tuberculosis receives, 
for his 4/- a quarter, benefit 
amounting to something between 
£50 and £500. 


OTHER BENEFITS

“ What's this scheme going to cos 
me?” said Henry Kaiser to Dr. 
Sidney - Garfield, the man who 
worked’ out the plans. “It’s going 
to. cost you nothing,” was the 
answer—and it did not. : 


OTHER SCHEMES 

As there are no 30,000-worker 
industrial units in Ireland such a 
scheme may seem impossible for us. 
But we find that Dr. Garfield before 
he organised the Kaiser shipyard 
service had organised a_ similar 
service in 1938 for. 5,000 workers on 
the Columbia River power project 
and their families. It was centred 
on an 85-bed hospital, with the 
weekly. subscription fixed at 2s. for 
each worker, 2s. for his wife and 
is. for each child. Before that he 


had organised three hospitals for. 


the workers on the Los Angeles 
water scheme, and had paid off the 
cost of the hospitals in three years. 
In all these hospitals it was a funda- 
mental. part of the plan that the 
amenities - (air-cooling, cheerful 
rooms, good linen, etc.) and the 
medical services should be attractive 
even to the families of the best-paid 
technicians on the job. ‘ 

It is not likely that we could 
organise all the people of Iréland 
into groups where similar services 
might be provided. But there are 
some groups where an experiment 
might be made with a reasonable 
chance of success, 

There are two essentials. One is 
that employers. and trade tnions 
should co-operate in using moral 
pressure to bring every worker in 
the group into the scheme, an 
arranging for his contributions to be 
deducted from wages. The other is 
that there must be obvious value for 
the money. There-must be an end 
of many of the things which workers 
associate with hospital treatment— 
in the extern department, queues in 
cold, -draughty halls; in the wards, 
bad -food, roughly. served; tattered, 
infrequently-washed bed-linen; 
cheerless, comfortless rooms; con- 
stant pushing around by nurses and 
medical students, and the persistenf: 
“You're getting more than you're 
paying. for” attitude of most 
members of the medical and nursing 
staff. Any medical service: which 
can do away with these things is 
almost assured of success. '

country? “Does it presage an 
early period of comparative 
plenty and falling prices; or, as: 
some observers seem to fear, is it 
possible that Ireland, despite the 
Washington and Bretton Woods 
agreements, yet/may have to face 
a further period of currency 


severely restricted supplies? These 
are among the hard and distress- 
ing’ questions that just now press 
on the minds of Mr. Frank 
Aiken, his Cabinet colleagues and 


ministerial forecast of price move- 
ments would be welcome, it 
would be unreasonable, perhaps, 
to look for any definite pro- 
nouncement until the time comes 
to frame next year’s Budget. 
Meanwhile, it is possible only to 
discuss the general outlook in the 
light of previous experience and 
of some fairly obvious trends in 
international trade and money 
organisation. Of more urgent 
interest is the question whether, 
and through what channels, this 
country is likely to secure any 
appreciable share of the American 
loan. Through what agency are 
our Central and joint-stock banks 
to obtain the dollar currencies 
that are necessary to pay for 
imports from the United States 
and Canada? Will it be possible 
to convért our sterling balances 
in London into dollar, or other 
“hard,” currencies? Can if be, 
on the other hand, that the 
Washington and Bretton Woods 
plans will forge a new and 
unbreakable link between Irish 
and British currency, and 
thus tend to establish stronger 
economic bonds than ever before 
between the peoples of these 
islands? 

While these questions remain 
in abeyance, other implications of 
the Washington “ deal” seem to 
be abundantly clear. An essen- 
tial condition. of the loan is the 
British Government’s willingness 
to secure a substantial reduction, 
if not the complete abolition, of 
the import tariffs which the 
Dominions enjoyed under the 
plan of Imperial preference that 
was framed at Ottawa. Taken 
together: with the Anglo-Irish 

ade agreement of 1938—under 
which British manufacturers were 
given special rights to hearing by 
an Irish Prices Tribunal—that 
feature of the Washington plan, 
as it now has been accepted by 
the House of Commons, opens up 


between this country, Northern 
Ireland and “ the lady next door.” 
This change will be resisted 


manufacturing industries that 
now are protected by tariff walls 
and import quotas.. Whether, as 
we have had occasion to suggest, 
a system of diminishing export 
bounties can be devised: to aid 
such nascent industries, or 
whether some such expedient 
would be permissible under the 
Washington agreement, soon may 
become questions of lively and 
practical interest. Meanwhile, we 
merely can take comfort from the 
thought: that any change which 
would give our farmers unim- 
peded access to British markets 
would minister to the prosperity 
and well-being of this country’s 
greatest industry. One other 
condition suggested, if not posi- 
tively laid down, in the loan 
agreement may have 4 serious 
effect on the value of this 


British securities. If there is to 
be a general “scaling down” of 
British sterling assets, it may be 
difficult to establish the claim that 
Irish investments and deposits 
ought to be exempt from any 
general depreciation. 

Many reasons Anight be sub- 
mitted in support of a claim to. 
special treatment. Already our 
£300,000,000 of pre-war invest- 
ments in British stocks and 
securities have been _ scaled 
severely down as the result of 
monetary inflation. In a less 
degree, the £100,000,000 or more 
that have accumulated durinz 
emergency years have décreased 
seriously in their purchasing 
To-day the real value of 
all our external assets has fallen 
to somewhere about half of its 
pre-war level. 
“ deflationary” measures—such 
as those which led to the 
moftetary and employment crisis 
that followed the last world war 
—there are good reasons, indeed, 
to fear even a further period of 
rising prices.

It is heartening to see that 
people are willing, even now, to 
spend money. on. beautiful 
antiques. Last week, there were 
sales at Sotheby’s and Christie’s. 
Prices that amounted to £9,748 
and £4,534. were paid in their 
respective auction rooms. At 
Sotheby’s, for example, a wooded 
landscape by Claude realised 
£1,150. In October of last year, 
the same picture had changed 
hands for £750. At Christie’s, a 
pair of ice-pails and liners—the 
work of Paul Storr—went for a 
bid of £230. It is pleasant to

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WORKMEN’S 
COMPENSATION 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISri TIMES 

Sm,—The matter raised by “A 
Dublin Solicitor ” in your issue of 
Saturday last deserves more con- 
sideration by the Government than 
it has yet received. Your corre- 
spondent is in error, however, in 
thinking that Labour representa- 
tives in. the Dail are unaware of 
the terrible injustices which injured 
workers have to endure under the 
existing Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, or that they have not re- 
peatedly called attention to the 
matter. 

Nearly a year ago a motion was 


put down for discussion in the Dail 


by two members of this party; but 
not until November 14th was time 
found to consider it. Even then 
the long-awaited reply from the 
Government could not be made, 
and the Dail has adjourned till the 
end of next January without hear- 
ing what proposals, if any, the 
Government will bring forward for 
a scheme of social security under 
a Minister of Social Services. 

Introducing the motion referred 
to, Deputy Everett said: — 

“I should like to quote the case of 
a workman—I am familiar with a 
couple of such cases—who meets with 
an injury in the course of his employ- 
ment. That aspect is controlled by 
Industry and Commerce. We find that 
after his accident the workman has to 
submit each week a certificate of his 
inability to work. After 13 or 14 
weeks the insurance society will write 
to a local doctor. To my €&€wn 
knowledge they send five guineas for 
a report on the injured man. The 
doctors in some areas find that the 
man is capable of light work, but his 
previous employer refuses to give him 


| any light work. 


‘What is the position of a poor in- 
dividual of that type? He may be 
brought before the local courts and 
his benefit is stopped. His solicitors 
are unable to bring a case into court 
for another three months. That man 
has nothing to exist on unless he gets 
home assistance. During a period of 
two or three months his mind is 
tortured, apart altogether from the 
illness following his accident, as to 
how he will provide i his family. He 
may receive 10/- or 15/- a week by 
way of home assistance pending a 
settlement by the insurance society. 
Very often we find that before the 


“sitting of the court the man will be 


prepared to take a small amount by 
way of compensation sooner than go 
into court. 

“That finishes him. There: is no one 
to look after him, no one who will try 
to cure him or give him hospital treat- 
ment. We say that such a case should 
be the responsibility of a Minister for 
social services. e should be in a 
position to see that a workman who is 
injured while in employment will re- 
ceive fair compensation, and should 
be adequately protected by a scheme 
of national insurance. Not alone 
should he receive compensation, but 
he should be given proper hospital 
treatment, 

“What position do we find in the 
country? We have a dispensary 
system which is, in our opinion, out 
of date. The dispensary doctors are 
not adequately paid. Im some. cases 
they have to look after populations of 
5,000 and upwards and they have to 
travel long’ distances in remote 
portions of the country. In some areas 
the dispensary doctor has a maximum 
salary of £300.” 

Deputy Everett went on to deal 
with the necessity for free medical 
aid for all who need it, and showed 


i! how unsatisfactory, as well as how 


cumbersome and expensive, is the 
present policy of different depart- 
ments administering such inade- 
quate social services as exist; but it 
would be expecting too much tw 
pee that space be found for all he 
said. 

Perhaps your correspondent may 
now realise that nobody but him- 
self cares what is happening to 
those who are incapacitated by 
accident during the course of their 
employment. If his letter helps, 
as it should, to arouse public 
opinion and to bring about reform, 
it will have been well worth writing.

The death took place on Saturday 
at his residence, Aille Meara, Fox- 
rock, Co. Dublin, of Judge George 
A. Moonan, former ‘Circuit Court 
Judge for counties Donegal and 
Sligo. He was a native of Drogheda, 
and was called to the Bar in 1911. 
He took silk in 1930, and was 
appointed to the judgeship in the 
Judge Moonan was a 
keen supporter of the movement to 
revive the Gaelic language, and he 
often heard cases: in Gaelic while 
on circuit, He was a member of 
the Gaelic League from 1893, and 
had been honorary secretary of the 
Central Branch for many years. In 
1899 he became honorary secretary 
of the League itself, and changed 
to the honorary secretaryship of the 
Coisde Gnotha’in 1901, a position 
which he held for 14 years. He 
foun the Leinster College of 
Irish in 1906, and beeame its 
honorary secretary in 1913, and then 
honorary manager and chairman.

college as Lecturer in Early Irish

ITH ing the Moore 
street bs egain, and 
College eta jammed with small 
cars, and bright lights flashing 
across the Liffey, Dublin’ has 
changed utterly, in the last couple 
of weeks. And yet the change has 
been so gradual that we have hardly 
noticed it happening. cars 
trickled back on to the roads; on 
ba ay | counted fifty-four parked 
olesworth street. The city 
lights have been going up, one by 
unobtrusively, but already, 
from the hills, you can see for the 
first time in four years, the red glow 
of neon signs over the city. 
” On. Friday evening a woman 
stepped from a country bus and 
looked around her at the lights, 
blinking through the purple haze. 
“I had forgotten about neon 
signs,” she said. 

In a bus queue, a child, too 
young to remember the lights, was 
asking his father about them, The 
father’s answers were vague and 
evasive. It was plain that he had 
not given the matter very much 
thought. 


Signs of the Times 


For the benefit of that father, and 
anybody else who stops to wonder 
just how one would go about 
putting up an advertising sign, ‘this 
is the way it is done. 

Suppose you are a_ chocolate 
manufacturer, and you want to 
boost your wares, in large, scarlet 
letters, across the city skyline. First 
you choose a suitable site, usually 
a tall building in a main street. You 
approach the owner of the building 
and fix up a suitable rent for the 
use of his facade or roof. Then 
you get in touch with a sign manu- 
facturer, and work out with 
him the full plans for 
your proposed sign, and the 
specifications of the structure on 
which it is to be displayed. These 
plans must be submitted first to the 
landlord, and then to the Corpora- 
tion’s City Architect, who must be 
satisfied that the sign is balanced, 
and attractive, and that the struc- 
ture is solid enough to prevent the 
sign from blowing down on top of 
the crowds in the street. 

| understand that, in this matter, 
the City Architect is hard to please. 
Perhaps it is just as well. Most 
peopl: will agree that neon signs. 
in moderation, add warmth ind 
colour to a city at night; but; if all 
the buildings were plastered W.th 
advertising signs, the effect would 
not be pleasing, either by night or 
by day 


Further Difficulties 

Let us now suppose that your 
designs’ have proved acceptable, 
both to your landlord and to the 
City Architect. Under present. con- 
ditions, there are further prelimi- 
naries. Although the Government 
has removed all restrictions on 
display lighting, the current used for 
such lighting must come out of the 
firm’s general ration, and a transfer 
of current from your factory or 
office to the sign must be arranged 
through the E.S.B. 

When this has been done, you are 
ready to have your sign erected and 
switched on. As regards the cost 
of display signs, a sign manufacturer 
told me that a “ decent-sized” sign 


costs anything between £100 and 
ae to erect, plus an annual pay- 
ment. to om rent, geoin ó ‘main- 


tenance, . "paid ithe wayleave—a 
special fee paid he Corporation. 


Not All Neon 

' “ Dublin for its size, has rela- 
tively few advertising signs,” 
according | to a sign manufacturer. 

‘Possibly © this is because the 
Corporation. is very strict,.and in- 
sists on alterations in most of the 
original layouts. In recent years 
there has been a ban on almost 
all vertical signs in the main 
thoroughfares.” 

He added: “By the way, it 1s 
wrong to call them all neon signs. 
Only the red ones are neon signs, 
so-called use neon gas is 
in the tubes. The blue signs have 
mercury. and argon in the tubes, 
anid other colours are formed by 
combining mercury with coloured 
glass or fluorescent powder.” 


The “ Emergency ” 

During. recent years the term, 

“emergency,” has been used, rather 
loosely, by people who, for one 
reason or another, were reluctant 
to refer to the war as such. One 
thought, in a vague‘sort of way, 
that the “emergency” began in 
September, 1939, and ended some 
time in the summer of this year. 
One was quite wrong. 

In a little booklet, “ Demobilisa- 
tion and Resettlement,” published 
by the Department of Defence 
for the assistance of. soldiers 
leaving the Army, it. is pointed 
out, very. _ Clearly, that the 

‘emergeucy ” is rot over yet. “It 
will come to an end,” it says, “on 
a date which will be decided by 
Government Order under the 
Defence Forces (Temporary Provi- 
sions) Acts.” 

Among other things, this - little 
book has full details of. all gratui- 
ties, deferred pay allowances, 
clothing grants, and everything else 
to which the demobilised service 
man is entitled. It also gives, exact 
details as to how to arrive at the 
gratuity figure for any soldier. 


Gratuity 

It is worked out in this way. Mem- 
bers of the Forces are divided into 
certain: categories. according to their 
service, and there are two geratuity 
rates. At the ‘higher rate, gratui- 
ties are calculated on the “asis cf 
three days’ pay for every thirty 
days’ service, and at the lower rate 
on the basis of two days’ pay for 
every thirty days’ service. 

Taking as an example a married 
private soldier, with one child, in 
receipt of 6d. a dav additional pay, 
a list is drawn up of his total daily 
emoluments, under the headings of 
pay, deferred pay, ration allow- 
ance, additional pay and marriage 
allowance. This comes to a total 
of 9s. 9d. 

His total period of service, say 
1.810 days. is then divided into 
thirty-day periods. The answer is 
sixty. As he falls into the higher 
rate group. he is allowed three davs 
nay’ for each thirty-day period, so 
that ‘his’ gratuity »2meornnts to 
9s. 9d. x 3 x 60. or £87 15s.

AT THE CAPITOL 


The performance of Handel's 
“ Messiah,” which was given by the 
Amalgamated Catholic Church 
Choirs of the Diocese of Dublin at 
the Capitol Theatre yesterday, 
attracted a large and distirguished 
audience, including the President 
and Mrs. O'Kelly, the Taoiseach, 
and the Archbishop. of Dublin, Dr. 
McQuaid. 

Dr. Vincent O’Brien was the. con- 
ductor, and Terry O'Connor was 
leader of the orchestra. 

The chorus, which contained over 
350 voices, was powerful and bril- 
liant, and avoided any heaviness in 
the more intricate part writing, 
although the florid runs in “For 
Unto Us” were not always clear 
enough. The tone was always 
good, and the intonation pure, and 
there was a fine ringing quality in 
the soprano part. The Hallelujah 
chorus was thrilling. 

Dr. O’Brien set a very steady 
pace, and, though the volume of 
sound was great at the points of 
climax, there. was no trace of hard- 
ness or roughness in the tone. 

The soloists were Moira Griffith 
(soprano), Kathleen Uhlemann (con- 
tralto), Frank Walshe (tenor) and 
John Lynskey (bass). Their per- 
formances were all uninspiring, and 
did not reach the same standard as 
the choral work These Handel 
solos require great richness of tone, 
a wide range of voice, and great 
control, particularly of the breath. 
These requirements were not always 
met, and there were one or two 
awkward moments’ in the more 
difficult numbers.

Why America 
In Coal 


Beats Britain 
Mining 


By RANDOLPH CHURCHILL sea 


UESTIONS asked in the House 

of Commons recently indicated 
that the output per man shift in 
American coal mines is nearly four 
times greater than in Great Britain. 
The price of British coal, free on 
board, is nearly twice that of 
similar American qualities. What is 
the reason for this apparent 
American superiority? 

The coal royalties were bought 
for the State by the Conservative 
Government just before the war. 
The new Labour Government have 
pledged themselves to nationalise 
the British coal industry itself 
during this parliamentary sessio.1. 
Informed opinion considers that at 
this stage nationalisation will stop 
short at the pit-head. The amount 
of reorganisation required to go 
even this far is so enormous that 
the Government will not have the 
time to carry coal nationalisation 
to the ancilliary industries (such as 
coke ovens and gas works) for, at 
least, another two years. 


REID REPORT 


The late Conservative Govern- 
ment appointed a Committee, under 
the chairmanship of Charles Carlow 
Reid, Director of Production, 
Ministry of Fuel and Power, and 
formerly general manager of the 
Fife Coal Co., Ltd., to report on 
the coal industry. This report, 
known as the Reid Report, was pre- 
sented to the Conservative Govern- 
ment on March 14th, 1945, and has 
since been accepted by the Labour 
Government as the basis upon 
which .the British coal industry 
should be reorganised under the 
nationalisation. 

The Reid Report shows -clearly 
that, owing to different geological 
features, no true Comperisons can 
be made between the coal industrjes 
of Great Britain and U.S.A. Under- 
ground conditions are totally 
different, and much in favour of 
America. In the main, British coal- 
cutting machinery is good. The 
British problem to-day is the trans- 
port of coal underground. That is 
the bottleneck. Much of the coal 
is at present conveyed from the 
coal face to the pit bottom by a 
succession of rope haulages along 
steeply-inclined gradients. The 
U.S.A. enjoys much better natural 
conditions. Coal seams are flat, and 
haulage by locomotive is largely 
employed. 

In the U.S.A., one haulage worker 
is employed for every 50 tons of 
coal produced, while in Great 
Britain the figure is one haulage 
worker for five tons. 


In order to understand this ex- 
traordinary difference in efficiency 
we must consider the history of 
British coalfields, going back in 
some cases to early Victorian times. 
These were the days of the pioneers 
—hard-working, adventurous men 
who set out to get cheap coal. They 
believed in competition, and were 
prepared to meet it. As soon as 
a mine was sunk, the ery was for 
output. Planning was on a short- 
term basis. Coal struck at the 
bottom of the vertical pit shaft was 
followed along the winding contours 
of the seams. The years passed, 
and coal. was hauled _ greater 
and gréater distances through these 
tortuos underground passages at 
first by hand, then by ponies, and 
later by ropes. The result/is that 
to-day many British coal mines are 
fundamentally badly laid out. The

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those of the “ Irish es.” 


only hope of installing a modern 
system of underground transport Is 
to sink the shaft further and then 
drive new main roads in unpro- 
ductive ground at gradients suitable 
for locomotive haulage. . 

Ameriean conditions in the last 
half of the nineteenth century were 
probably no different from those 
described above; but there was one 
essential difference in the geological 
features underground. In the main, 
the American seams are flat, of a 
convenient thickness and free from 
faults. Thus development, hap- 
hazard though it may have been, 
took place on a horizontal level at 
right. angles to the shaft. 

As mining technique improved it 
was a comparatively simple matter 
for Americans to enlarge and im- 
prove these level roads to enable 
them to accommodate modern 
haulage locomotives. | i 

The nearest comparisons which 
can be made with regard to British 
underground conditions are those 
of the Ruhr and the Dutch coal 
fields. It is interesting to note that 
one-half of the Dutch coal mines 
are owned by the State. They are

Mr. E. D. Gray’s Association 
With Dublin Journalism 


HE death of Mr. Edmund 

Dwyer Gray, until recently 
Deputy Premier of Tasmania, will 
revive in the minds of Irish people 
of an older generation recollections 
of the stormy scenes which took 
place in the old Imperial Hotel of 
the annual meetings of the Free- 
man's Journal shareholders in the 
years 1892, °93 and 94. The horo- 
scope under which Mr. Gray was 
born in 1870 bore portents signi- 
ficant -of trouble and strife, and 
years before he reached man’s 
estate he experienced the truth that 
the heir to a prosperous business 
cannot always confidently count:on 
enjoying a life of ease and comfort, 
and see his industry expand under 
the management of shrewd and 
capable directors. 

The death of Mr. Gray, senior, 
occurred unexpectedly in March, 
1888, after a brief illness, and his 
only son became chairman of the 
company at the age of eighteen. 
The company had been formed 
only a year before. His father, 
in. his last years,; had made 
a name for himself in journalism 
as a man of exceptional qualities. 
By his initiative and enterprise 
he had made his newspaper one of 
the best provided in Europe, up-to- 
date in its presentation of news, 
and fearless in its comments on 
events at home and abroad. 

It was in May, 1883, that the 
chairman of the Freeman’s Journal 
conceived the idea of making his 
paper a pioneer in providing its 
readers with foreign news. The 
Soudan, as it was then known,’ was 
in a State of wild’ unrest. The 
Mahdi’s_ followers had revolted, 
and British troops in and around 
Khartoum were having a bad time. 
The years 1884 and °85 were 
fraught with gravest apprehensions 
for their = No erican or 
English journals had correspondents 
in any part of North Africa, and 
Since a brief message had come 
through to London announcing the 
destruction of Hicks Pacha’s Army 
—annihilated on its way to attack 
the Mahdi’s headquarters—nothing 
had been learned of subsequent 
events. 


A “STUNT” 


It was then that Mr. Gray seized 
the occasion which led to his bring- 
ing off the greatest “stunt” in 
nineteenth century journalism, and 
made the Dublin Freeman’s Journal 
one of the most frequently-quoted 
publications of our time. 

The man he chose, Mr. Frank 
Power, known to his colleagues in 
Prince’s street as “Ghazi” Power,

and versatile member of his staff, 
equal to any emergency and avid 
for the ordeal that would try his 
mettle. His employer sprang his 
proposal on Power without any 
preliminary notice. He handed him 
a blank cheque, and told him to 
make all speed from Gravesend to 
Cairo, and, by hook or by crook, 
to penetrate into Khartoum and 
despatch all that he could. gather 
about the state of affairs there and 
in the country around. 

At home it was believed that 
General Gordon and thousands of 
his men had been surrounded in 
Khartoum since the early summer 
of 1884, but no official news had 
come -through from any source. 
While the outside world was thirsty 
for news, the painful silence was 
broken when one night members 
of the House of Commons and 
visitors heard Mr, Gladstone, the 
Prime Minister, replying to a 
question, say: “We have just 
received a most important egy 4 
from our Consul at Khartoum, Mr. 
Frank Power.”

No man on the opposite side was 
more vehement in his attacks than 
Mr. T. M. Healy. From platforms, 
and in every publication that 
he could avail himself of, he hurled 
he hurled his shafts of invective 
with unceasing energy. After Mr. 
Parnell and his followers, Mr. Gray 
and the members of the Freeman's 
Journal staff were the objects of 
his most impassioned outbursts. 


PERTINACITY . 

In a letter to his brother, 
Maurice, he wrote, when the anti- 
Parnellite organ, the National Press, 
was being launched: “We have 
damned the Freeman as a force, 
and, though we could ultimately 
smash it, it would take years to do 
so, and that would require the ex- 
spp” of twice our capital.” 

at obiter dictum was made in 
September, 1891, and henceforth the 
rest of Tim's activities towards 
wrecking the Freeman’s Journal 
were carried on with a pertinacity 
and virulence which ew no 
restraint. “Young Mr. Gray,” as 
he was facetiously addressed at the 
annual board meetings of the com- 
pany, was assailed incontinently. 

From the inception of his fight 
against Mr. Gray and his paper, 
Mr: Healy's object was to force an 
amalgamation between ‘it and the 
newly-founded Natipnal Press. He 
realised the importance of his own 
publication as an organ for ventil- 
ating his own views and those of 
his followers, and, still more, the 
commercial importance of the 
Freeman’s Journal, because of its 
advertising connection. But he 
wrote:—“When we put a prize crew 
aboard and hoist our flag at the 
peak, and append our additions to 
its title, I hardly see that there is 
much to be objected against amal- 
gamation.” 


HOPES BRIGHTER 

Not many months had passed 
when the prospect of Mr. Healy's 
hope being realised had become 
brighter. A scheme was on foot 
that Mrs. Gray (widow of the late 
proprietor) should sell her shares, 
and Messrs. Healy and Co. should 
buy them, as well as the whole of 
the Ordinary shares; that three of 
the directors should resign, and 
three of Mr. Healy’s supporters be 
co-opted in their place, “ before 
which the Freeman should pass a 
resolution to buy the National Press, 
and the sum we paid to Gray’s 
mother, and then we would pay 
our shareholders with the Freeman 
acquired from her.” 
_ That —s embodied substan- 
tially al aims in view. The 
acrimonious discussions that arose 
in connection with it at the meetings 
of the Freeman’s Journal share-

ROAD-USER, IT 
TO

A FEW nights ago I was motoring 
home at a moderate speed, 
with a capable and careful driver. 
Visibility was not ideal, but there 
was no fog. Suddenly, right in 
front of the bonnet, a cyclist 
appeared. He had no reflector, no 
lights of any sort, and he was — 
in the middle ef the road. We ha 
to swerve violently to avoid him. 

Now, it might be said that our 
lights were poor when we failed to 
see him sooner. They were not 

oor. The cyclist just could not 

seen against the blackness of the 
road until 'one was very close to 
him.: Had he been killed, it would 
have been his own fault. 

When there were few private cars 
on the road, a cyclist could ignore 
the rules of treffic safety in the 
middle of the night and “ get away 
with it.” He cannot do it now, 
and how that fact is to be impressed 
upon the thoughtless rider I do not 
know. Plenty of publicity has been 
given to the subject of road safety, 
but if persons, such as the cyclist 
who is the subject of these notes, 
read at all about road dangers, they 
must take the view that “it can’t 
happen to me.” 

e wise road-user. to-day takes 
the view that “it can happen 
to me, and it will if I am not 
exceedingly careful.” 

On the whole, the private 
motorists that I have seen in the last 
month have been driving with great 
gare. Occasionally one sees a fool 
pushing through city streets at 40 
or 50 miles an hour; but the fools 
8re a minority, and, if the police 
have to take strong action to teach 
them sense, they should have the 
support of all decent road-users. 

The fastest drivers I have seen 
have been in charge of commercial 
vehicles, principally lorries. 

In the hope that the “tip” will 
serve a useful purpose, 1 mention 
that the Dublin Guards now are 
paying particular attention to traffic 
crossings. Those who ignore the 
traffic lights, or who take a chance 
that nothing will be crossing in the 
other direction, may find themselves 
in the District Court, which is not a 
cheerful place to spend a day.

gVith the Germans unlikely to 
appear on the racing scene for

TOUGH MEN 


‘A certain amount of objection to 

my criticism of the severity of the 
Dublin and District Club’s motor- 
cycle trial at the Slade on Decem- 
ber Ist has been expressed.

SAFETY HINTS 

The Royal Irish - Automobile 
Club, through its president, the Earl 
of Granard, has sent its members 
the following letter on the topic of 
road safety:— 

“You may have got a bit ‘rusty’ 
during these years off the road. 
Your car may have been laid up 
for a long-time. Some weak spot 
may develop. Something may give 
way unexpectedly. Your tyres may 
have deteriorated—fast driving and 
hard braking wear them quickly. 
For all these and possibly other 
reasons—drive slowly arid carefully. 

May I emphasise the special 
dangers which will be encountered, 
particularly in tbe cities and towns? 

“Children: Their movements are 
always uncértain—keep a very 
watchful -look-out, especially 
approaching schools or groups of 
children. 

“ Cyclists: Their number has in- 
creased peor ge we ie and it is to 
be feared most of them‘are entirely 
lacking in road sense and considera- 
tion for other users of the road. 
Please show an example by extend- 
ing even undue consideration. 
Never cut in too closely or drive 
too near to a cyclist, especially on 
a greasy road.. 

“Ped ns‘ Keep a sharp look- 
out for thé jay-walker, and in busy 
streets for the person who suddenly 
steps off the footpath. . ‘ 

“ Animals: Domestic animals 
have lost their sense of danger. 
Beware ‘of endangering a human 
life by swerving to avoid a cat or 
dog. In the country be ever on 
the watch at side roads and 
“boreens ' for animals, particularly 
cows. Never blow your horn 
approaching a horse, and pass 
slowly. If the horse shows signs 
of restiveness, stop until it passes. 

“Please use your horn judiciously 
at all times. Remember it must

| Holland’s Tied: 7 
In Protection of 


Fruit Trees 
(By G. O. GERRARD.) 


About 30 years ago the value of 
tar oils for. the destruction of 
insects’ eggs on fruit trees was dis- 
covered in Holland. Other 
countries. were quick to realise the 
importance of this discovery, and 
in 1921 we began to use them here, 
It is not an exaggeration to say 
that their use increased the average 
annual yield of our fruit trees by, 
at least, 25 per cent., It was not 
until. we began to use them that 
we realised what a crippling effect 
a severe combined attack of green- 
fly and sucker could have on an 
apple tree. The almost, complete 
failure to crop the year following 
such an attack was put down to 
other causes. 

A tar oil wash applied at a 
strength of 6 per cent., that is, 2+ 
gals. of tar oil to 374 gals. of 
water, or, in smaller quantities, 5 
pints of tar oil to 10 cals. of water, 
is fatal.to the eggs of both green- 
fly and apple sucker. . These eggs 
lie exposed on the spurs and shoots 
of the apple tree during the winter 
months, and it is then that the 
wash must be applied; on account 
of its caustic nature it cannot be 
used after the buds begin to move. 
Besides killing the eggs of these 
two pests, it cleans the bark of 
moss and lichen, exterminates 
scale insects, and greatly reduces 
the numbers of woolly aphis if this 
pest is on the tree. Not only the 
apple, but plum and cherry trees, 
gooseberry and currant bushes 
carry eggs of greenfly exposed on 
their back at this season, and should 
be carefully sprayed. 


APPLE SCAB 

Owing to the habit of many 
species of greenfly of curling the 
leaves and feeding inside them the 
insect is much less vulnerable once 
it has hatched, hence the imnortance 
of spraying now. Gooseberries and 
currants are even more seriously 
injured than apples by aphis attack: 
I have seen tar oil wash used 
successfully against scale on peach 
trees under glass, and against mealvy, 
bug on -vines, but it would be 
advisable to use it at slightly 
weaker strength against these pests, 
say 4 pints to 10 gallons of water, 
It is not, of course, a cure all. the. 
capsid bug which embeds its eggs 
in the bark is uninjured bv this 
spray, and the fungus which causes 
apple scab is untouched bv it: 
these must be tackled bv other 
sprays at other seasons. What the 
rower needs for the most success- 

| application of the spray is a still 
day with no rain or sharp frost for 
at least twelve hours afterwards. 
The tree should be wetted to the 
very tips of the shoots. Green 
crops and strawberries growing 
underneath the trees should be pro- 
tected from the spray. 


THE 26th Battalion of the Irish 
og | was disbanded at 
Collins Barracks, Dublin, yester- 
day.
